And What Have You

We received the following letter 
from Ed Wishcamper, editor of The 
Abilene Reporter-News, in regard to 
our column in this space last week. 
The complete text of the letter 
follows : 


Dear Bob: 
As curious as it 
may be for one 
newspaper to have to respond to another 
for criticism about printing the news, may 
I ask that The Herald give space and equal 
prominence for The Reporter-News to 
counter the very damaging views ex­ 
pressed in your front page column of April 
6? 
The subject, as is by now well known, is 
the decision of the Hamlin School Board 
not to renew the contract of Head Coach 
Deane Wright. 
First I would call your attention to what 
appears to be a contradiction of fact in 
your own column. You say: “The writer 
contacted Coach Wright before he had 
been notified of the board’s vote of the 
night before which we feel was in very 
poor taste.” 
In the next paragraph you say: “The 
board had made its decision two weeks 
earlier, reaffirmed it last week and both 
the public and Coach Wright had accepted 
it.” At one point you say Coach Wright had 
not been notified; in the next you say both 
the public and Coach Wright “had ac­ 
cepted” a decision made “two weeks 
earlier.” 
But this is not really what is the issue 
between us. Your column said “ ...the 
worst part of the story was that it was 
written for the sole purpose of creating a 
controversy where none existed.” 
We categorically deny the story was 
written to create controversy. Knowing 
those of us in positions of responsibility at 
The Reporter-News from having worked 
with us so many years before you became 
publisher of The Hamlin Herald, I am sure 
you would acknowledge, after mature 
thought, that this is out of character with 
our precepts and policies. 
We reported the story about Coach 
Wright because it was news, and because 
we have a responsibility to our readers, 
including the hundreds in Hamlin, to 
report the news even when it is un­ 
welcome. 
It should be noted that The Reporter- 
News did not act in precipitate haste in 
publishing the story. It appeared on 
Thursday, April 6 which, incidentally also 
is your weekly publication date. This was 
the third day after the final school board 
meeting on the subject and, by your own 
account two weeks and three days after 
the board ahd first discussed the coach and 
made its initial decision. 
Your column ascribes to The Reporter- 
News the “desire to stir up controversy 
and blow up small town problems all out of 
proportion,” and cites Dublin and Roscoe 
as examples. 
The problems in Dublin and Roscoe were 
not of our making, but they were there and 
the citizens of those cities knew they were 
there. 
Many people in Dublin were aroused to 
anger because of the city council’s passing 
an ordinance regulating the drilling of 
water wells in the city. The protesting 
people organized the Citizens for Better 
Government, offered their slate of can­ 
didates for the City Council and won all 
five seats being voted on in an election 
April I which turned out a heavy vote of 
more than 850 people. There was no con­ 
troversy there? 
In Roscoe, a group of students and 
another group of parents organized to 
circulate two petitions — one for students, 
one for parents — questioning the school 
board about why contracts of two teachers 
were not renewed. Again, The Reporter- 
News did not initiate this; people in 
Roscoe did. The protesters have gained a 
place on the agenda of the school board on 
April 17 to discuss the issue. 
Again returning to Hamlin, the head 
coach of the high school, whoever he is, is a 
major public figure in the community, just 
as is the superintendent and principal. If 
his contract is not renewed by the school 
board, this is news of great i 
>ortance to 
all the people in the town. -ach a thing 
cannot be accomplished in a vacuum. It 
was a news story which we heard about, 
confirmed with the school board chair­ 
man, and published, with malice toward 
none. 
Neither life, nor public affairs, always 
flow smoothly. Problems inevitably arise. 
They must be met dealt with. America, of 
wich we all are a part, is distinctive 
because it is an open society. Its strength 
and vitality depend on its being informed. 
Surely in public matters, in Hamlin and 
Abilene no less than in Austin and 
Washington, the people want to know what 
goes on that affects them. Newspapers — 
yours as well as ours — bear them the 
responsibility to perform this function. It

Young Men Must 
Still Register for 
Draft At 18 


AUSTIN — Colonel Melvin N. 
G lantz, 
State 
D irector 
of 
Selective Service for Texas, has 
reminded young men of their 
requirem ent under Federal 
Law to register with Selective 
Service. 
Some young men may believe 
that because future military 
manpower requirements may 
be met by volunteers that the 
requirement to register is past; 
however, the Law does require 
registration by all native born 
young men and all resident- 
aliens within 30 days of their 
eighteenth birthdays. Legal 
registration may be completed 
30 days before, or 30 days after 
the young man reaches age 18. 
If a young man fails to 
register with Selective Service, 
he is subject to a fine or im­ 
prisonm ent, or both, under 
povisions 
of 
the 
M ilitary 
Selective Service Act. 
In most Texas counties, 
young men may register at the 
office of their local draft board, 
or with voluntary registrars 
located in most area towns. 
If a young man has allowed 
more than 30 days to pass 
following his 18th birthday and 
has 
not yet registered, 
he 
should register immediately to 
avoid the penalty of the Law. 
Complete registration in­ 
formation is available at each 
local draft board.
